SPRINGER WEALTH 


Building Here Lost by 
Oft-Sued Widow.

Mrs. Edward L. Oliver, authoress, 
phRanthropist, defendant in many 
famous law- 
Suits, and 
widow of 
Warren 
Springer, 
“the most | 
sued man. in 
Chicago,” 
yesterday 
lost what is 
said to be 
the last of 
the Springer 
millions 
when (the 
Springer MRS. EDWARD L, OLIVER. 
building, at Canal and Clinton streets, 
passed into the possession of the Chi- 
cago Title and Trust company. 

Legal battles without number are 
said to have consumed the $2,000,000 
estate of which Mrs. Springer became 
sole executrix when her husband died 
in 1912. A son and daughter were left 
only $5, 000 in the will. 

After the death of her husband Sara. 
Springer fell heiress to many of his. 
litigations and became involved in 
many more on her 
through her charitable undertakings 
and business deals. 

Magazine Caused Trouble. 

For a short time she published a 
magazine called Wayside Tales, 
which caused a sensation in Chicago 
society and involved her in constant 
bickerings with the prototypes of the 
characters in her stories. Several libel 
suits’ were threatened against her. 

She purchased the Muncie Normal] in- 
stitute for $170,000 at a receiver's sale, 
but difficulties arose over some notes, 
and the Hibernian Banking ass@ciation 
started foreclosure proceedings oh the 
Springer building. In the meanwhil¢ | 
she had started negotiations with a 
syndicate to erect a $5,000,000 memo- 
rial to her husband in the form of a 
twenty story hotel at Jackson boule- 
| vard and Canal street. At the time 
| she said she had refused $2,000,000 for 
her. property. The hotel project be- 
came mixed up in a legal tangle of 
notes and liens totaling $500,000. 

Marries “Onion King.” 

The case was carried to the United 
States Supreme court. In 1917 Mrs.j| 
Springer married the “ onion king” of 
Indiana, dward L. Oliver, and went 
to reside with him at Newland, Ind. 
Since then she has been flippantly re- 
ferred to as the “ onion queen.” 

The Supreme court handed down a 
decision giving the Chicago Title and 
Trust company title to the property 
and giving Mrs. Oliver fifteen months 
in which to redeem it. The time limit 
expired yesterday, and Master in Chan- 
cery L. J. Behan delivered\the deed to 
Harrison B. Riley, president of the 
company, upon payment of $519,500. 
Mr. Riley transferred the property to 
the trust company as trustee. 

Mrs. Oliver’s husband, who is re- 
ported to be wealthy, recently received 
publicity when his home was raided 
“by federal officers seeking hoarded 


sugar.

Washington, D. C., Dec, 15.—[Spe 
cial.]—Ten United States senators 
have joined in a protest against the 
refusal of the British embassy to visé 
the passports of four members of the 
unofficial: American commission of in- 
quiry who desiréd to visit Ireland. 

The protest is addressed to Secretary 

of State Colby and urges him to re- 
quest an explanation from the British, 
government of its reasons for refusing 
“the right of travel in the British 
isles to representative American citi- 
zens seeking to ascertain the truth as 
to a situation which, if permitted to 
continue, may seriously affect the 
friendly relations of the American and 
the English peoples.” —

ONLY HOPE LEFT 


GEARY 


Hangs Tomorrow Unless 


It Intervenes. 


“Gene” Geary has only one chance 
left to avoid being hanged tomorrow. 
It is action by the Supreme court. 

Gov. Lowden yesterday refused to 
grant him a reprieve. His attorneys 
are preparing to ask the highest court 
in the state to issue a writ of super- 
sedeas today. Failing in that, he will 
be hanged at half past eight tomorrow 


morning. 
Jailer George F. Lee is making prep- 
arations for the hanging. When he 


‘lreceived word yesterday of the gover- 


nor’s refusal, he immediately asked 
Chief of Police Fitzmorris for a spe- 
cial detail of police to be strung around 
the outside of the jail until after the 
hanging. 
Taking No Chances. 

“T am taking no chances,” the jailer 
said. “I have no direct information 
that an attempt to rescue Geary might 
be made, but it has been intimated. 
Several anonymous messages have 
been received warning us that Geary 
has many friends among the city’s 
gunmen who would dare anything to. 
rescue him. I’ take the proper pre- 
cautions.” 

Geary will be placed in the death 
chamber at noon unless the jailor re- 
ceives word that the execution is post- 
poned. He was moved from his cell 
yesterday, fearing that he might have 
secreted some implement or weapon 
with which to take -his own life. 

3 Seetond Blow of Week. 

The governor's action yesterday was 
Geary’s second disappointment this 
week. Judge Sabath had refused him 
a stay of execution the day before. The 
judge, however, feeling that Geary had 
the right to have his case reviewed by 


the higher court, recommended that he 


make his plea to the governor. 

In refusing a reprieve, Gov. Lowden 
explained that it has been his policy to 
grant reprieves only while the Supreme 


court was at recess. Now that it is in,

500,000,000 TINS 
__OF CHICAGO MEAT 


* Washington B. Vanderlip, who has 
announced that he has acquired an im- 
mense concession in Eastern Siberia 
from Soviet Russia, passed through 
Chicago last night on his way to his 
home in Los Angeles. During a din- 
ner Mr. Vanderlip explained to a 
TRIBUNE reporter just what his con- 
tracts meant to (Chicago and to the

“I was able to secure two contracts 
from Soviet Russia,” he said. “One is 
thé right to-work for sixty years 400.- 
000 square miles of land in north- 
western Siberia. ‘The second contract 
appoints the Vanderlip Syndicate of 
‘Los angeles fiscal agents for the gov- 
ernment of Russia in the purchase of 
$3,000,000,000 worth of goods, during a 
period of three years. This gigantic 
order will be paid for in Russian gold 
and raw materials. It means that we 
will sell to Russja- 500,000,000 tins of 
meat, which I imagine will be packed 
in Chicago.
